Local power system 
hit by price squeeze, 
regulatory rate lag

(This is the second in a series of ar­ 
ticles exploring the power rate costs 
imposed on Lompoc’s publicly-owned 
electrical system and the city’s 
membership in a power cooperative, 
the Northern California Power Agen­ 
cy.) 
The winter of 1973, when gas lines 
idled for blocks, brought the eleven 
cities of the Northern California 
Power Agency (NCPA) a sobering 
image of what their leaders feared 
could someday happen to their small, 
ratepayer-owned electrical systems 
— the closing doors of the small in­ 
dependent gas stations. 
For, like the ill fated gas indepen­ 
dents, half of NCPA’s cities including 
Lompoc, found they were facing the 
fuel crisis wholly dependent for their 
bulk resale energy supply on the very 
company with which they were in 
retail competition. Linked by this 
common bond are the cities of Lom­ 
poc, Lodi, Healdsburg, Alameda and 
Ukiah. 
Santa Clara, another agency city, is 
already partly reliant upon this 
private utility competitor for its bulk 
power needs. The five other NCPA 
cities, Biggs, Gridley, Palo Alto, Red­ 
ding and Roseville, are now fully sup­ 
plied with lower cost federal 
hydroelectric power. But this source 
is limited both in amount and length 
of availability and these cities too 
may have to turn to the same 
competitor-supplier within the next 10 
years. 
Leaders in the eleven cities saw 
many independent gasoline dealers 
being priced out of business in that 
dim winter by wholesale rates levied 
by the large oil companies. They 
came to grimly forecast that their 
municipal electric systems too might 
sooner or later be priced out of the 
retail power business. What may do 
this, they still believe, is the unequal 
imposition of wholesale electricity 
rate and fuel cost adjustment hikes 
filed for by Pacific Gas and Electric 
Co. (PG&E), their present or poten­ 
tial power vendor and chief com­ 
petitor. 
The eleven cities own their own 
electricity distribution systems but 
do not own any power generation 
capacity. The five cities now buying 
from PG&E purchase power in 
wholesale quantities from the firm 
and retail it to their constituent- 
customers at a profit. 
Lompoc and the four others are still 
as dependent upon PG&E for bulk 
power as they ever were. None has 
been forced out of business. But for 
years these cities have been able both 
to provide their citizens with com­ 
petitive power rates and shunt mil­ 
lions in local system profits into city 
treasuries as well. 
Now, the energy drought is 
threatening to change all this, muni 
leaders say. In the power rate spiral 


heralded by the Arab oil embargo, 
both the wholesale power rates 
municipal systems pay and their fuel 
cost adjustment bills have shot up 
even more sharply, they say, than the 
PG&E retail rates and fuel cost 
charges affecting areas just across 
their borders. 
This situation has been categorized 
by economists, judges and lawyers as 
a price squeeze. It is more than mild­ 
ly unsettling on city fathers in Lom­ 
poc and the other public power 
municipalities. For one thing, cities 
compete with surrounding unincor­ 
porated areas and other cities for new 
industry. And the cost of powering 
their machinery is one of the chief 
factors businessmen consider when 
deciding where to locate their tax 
paying industries. 
Munis which opt to raise money to 
pay the added power costs imposed 
upon them by jacking up their retail 
power rates above those of neighbor­ 
ing areas court the loss of new in­ 
dustry, their spokesmen warn, and 
risk placing a wet blanket on their 
local economies. 
To cover the extra bulk power costs 
merely by absorbing them, they com­ 
pare, would eventually mean cut­ 
backs in existing city services, 
perhaps such as parks maintenance 
or youth programs. The money would 
have to come from somewhere. Cut­ 
ting services would also hasten the 
need for city property tax increases, 
they say. 
What NCPA mayors and council 
members find more disturbing is the 
likelihood that either of these methods 
of handling excess power costs will 
spark citizen uprisings demanding 
that their cities’ money making local 
power networks be allowed to be 
taken over by PG&E. 
A regulatory lag between state and 
federal rate setting agencies, not the 
direct policy of PG&E, is what has 
brought the gloomy tidings of the 
energy shortage home to Lompoc and 
its public power allies sooner than to 
the competing areas that surround 
them. .D ifferential rates exist 
primarily because a state commis­ 
sion is slow to enact PG&E retail 
hikes on the firm ’s individual 
customers and a federal panel is 
quick to enact wholesale hikes on the 
firm’s municipal customers. 
PG&E is a regulated monopoly and, 
as such, its rate increase requests are 
subject to the determination of 
government regulatory agencies. 
Since May, 1973, power rate hikes 
have come in two separate forms: 
general rate increases and hikes in 
the fuel cost adjustment charge. 
General rate increases have always 
been with us, though seldom this 
many. Effective in May, 1973, the fuel 
cost adjustment is a monthly charge 
tacked on to the general rate and in­ 
tended to provide utilities with quick 
compensation for sudden jolts in the 
price of fossil fuels such as natural 
gas and oil.

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Ford seeks deadline 
on oil decontrol bill 


Sadat 
agrees 
to U.N.

An official United Nations spokesman 
announced today in New York that Egyp­ 
tian President Anwar Sadat had agreed 
to a Security Council request that Egypt 
extend the mandate of the U.N. peace­ 
keeping forces in the Sinai desert. 
The official Egyptian reply was 
handed to Security Council President 
Eugenio Plaja of Italy in New York to­ 
day by Egyptian Ambassador Ahmed 
Esmat Abdel Meguid. Sadat had said 
Tuesday he would give his reply after 
consulting his advisers. 
The contents of the note were not im­ 
mediately disclosed but Meguid said it 
was “positive and responsive” to the 
council appeal. Diplomatic sources said 
it was not known immediately if Sadat 
had attached conditions to the renewal. 
Israeli Foreign Minister Yigal Allon 
said early today that Egypt’s threat not 
to renew the mandate would not bring 
about new Israeli concessions for an in­ 
terim peace accord and could harm the 
negotiations. 
Speaking in the Knesset (parliament) 
in Jerusalem, Allon said the Egyptian 
threat “spoils the atmosphere” neces­ 
sary to achieve peace. The U.N. peace­ 
keeping mandate expires Thursday. 
Allon said Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat gave no indication of Cairo’s next 
move regarding the U.N. Sinai mandate 
when Sadat spoke to the Arab Socialist 
Union Tuesday night S*.dat said he 
would state his position after conferring 
with his national security council. 
“I will not enter into his motives but as 
one interested in the well-being of the 
region’s peoples and in Israeli-Egyptian 
progress I hope that he will not continue 
too long to enmesh himself and com­ 
plicate the issue,” Allon said. “Affairs 
between ourselves and Egypt are suf­ 
ficiently complex and involved even 
without this artificial complication.” 
. Sadat, in his second speech in 12 hours, 
said today in Cairo the current 
American-mediated talks on a new 
Egyptian-Israeli interim peace agree­ 
ment have been inconclusive so far but 
were continuing. He said Egypt’s basic 
condition remained Israeli withdrawal 
from strategic passes and oil fields in 
Sinai and that he had sent to Washington 
his reply to the Israeli proposals.

Clement Zablocki, D-Wis., leading 
member of the House International 
Relations Committee, said “it’s going to 
be an uphill fight” to get the House to 
modify the ban despite President Ford’s 
efforts to persuade congressmen-to do 
so. 
Rep. Benjamin Rosenthal, D-N.Y., a 
leading critic of lifting the embargo, said 
in an interview, “The vote is going to be 
very, very close. I think at the moment 
we have a slight edge.” 
Ford scheduled a third breakfast for 
House members today to impress on 
them how important the administration 
feels it is to partially lift the embargo. 
The House Rules Committee, by a vote 
of 19-5, Tuesday cleared for action on the 
House floor a bill which would allow 
Turkey to receive $185 million in 
weapons it purchased before Congress 
adopted the ban beginning Feb. 5. 
The bill may be called up today but 
more likely on Thursday, congressional 
sources said. 
Congress imposed the embargo 
because Turkey used U.S-supplied 
weapons in its armed intervention in 
Cyprus a year ago in violation of U.S. aid 
provisions.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford is willing to compromise with 
Congress on energy, but he wants a new 
oil price decontrol bill introduced by Fri­ 
day, the White House said today. 
Senate Democratic Leader Mike Man­ 
sfield said the President would probably 
propose a three-year phaseout of price 
controls on oil produced before 1973 —so 
called "old” oil — which would be six 
months longer than his original plan 
Ford “might send a new oil price 
decontrol plan to Capitol Hill if it looks 
like Congress is willing to compromise,” 
Deputy Press Secretary William Green­ 
er told a news conference. 
Greener said Ford still intends to veto 
any attempt by Congress to simply ex­ 
tend for six more months the federal 
regulation for oil prices that expires 
Aug 31. But Greener indicated Ford 
might consider a much shorter extension 
if it was designed to give Congress time 
to complete action on a compromise 
He said the President has ordered a 
drive toward getting a compromise to 
Congress by Friday, the last day a bill 
can be introduced so that it could be ap­ 
proved before the lawmakers recess 
Aug. 1 for a month. 
Greener said the President has 
ordered Frank Zarb, the federal energy 
administrator, to immediately examine 
issible compromises between the 
ihiio House and Congress 
He said Ford told Zarb to meet con­ 
gressional leaders before Friday. 
Greener said the President remains 
determined that an energy bill must in­ 
clude his basic points of decontrol of oil 
prices, a tax on windfall profits by oil 
companies and a tax rebate to citizens to 
pay for higher fuel costs 
Mansfield told reporters Ford will 
send to Congress an alternative “in a day 
or two” in hopes of resolving the stale­ 
mate between the White House and 
Capitol Hill over oil prices. 
Indications are, Mansfield said, the 
White House compromise would include 
a 36-month phaseout of price controls on 
oil produced from wells before 1973. 
Mansfield predicted that a 36-month 
phaseout —instead of the 30-month plan 
Ford recommended earlier —could 
produce a “shift on our side and a 
decided one. 
“It takes some compromise on our 
side too,” Mansfield said. “It’s a two- 
way street ... There’s movement but 
whether there will be a compromise re­ 
mains to be seen.” 
Mansfield. Senate Republican Leader 
Hugh Scott and other congressional 
leaders took a two-hour trip aboard the 
presidential yacht Sequoia Tuesday night 
to discuss the oil price stalemate. 
Scott said today a proposal from the 
House Democratic leadership to extend 
current controls for two or three months 
was rejected by Ford. 
He added that the House leaders told 
him that the extension of current con­ 
trols appears to be the only reasonable 
hope of reaching a compromiise. They 
said, according to Scott, it appeared 
highly unlikely that the House would ac­ 
cept a phaseout of decontrols in any 
form, no matter how long a period of 
time it took.c

Astronauts hail shuttle 


HOUSTON (UPI) - Predicting the 
new space shuttle rocket plane will open 
an era of utility in space, the orbiting 
Apollo astronauts started packing today 
for the splashdown Thursday that will 
end the age of Apollo. 
Thomas Stafford, Vance Brand and 
Donald “Deke” Slayton held a unique in­ 
flight news conference in which ques­ 
tions were radioed up to the 136-mile 
high spaceship directly from reporters 
at the Johnson Space Center. 
Stafford, who flew an Apollo around 
the moon in 1969, said he has enjoyed 
every minute of the Apollo era, ending 
with the current nine-day flight. 
“Certainly there’s a lot of nostalgia 
seeing the end of Apollo,” he said. 
“However, I think we are opening a new 
era with respect to the shuttle where 
space can have more utility, bring more 
benefits to man.” 
He said that in four or five years, the 
space shuttle will make spaceflight a 
“somewhat routine operation. What it 
will be at the end of 15 years will be very 
difficult to say.” 
The winged rocket plane is scheduled 
to make its first manned flight into orbit 
in 1979 from Cape Canaveral. Stafford 
said that means the next four years are 


going to be quiet as far as Americans in 
space are concerned, “but down the road 
things are going to be great.” 
Two hours after the news conference, 
the astronauts started packing trash in 
the docking module before discarding it 
in orbit. 
Reports from Moscow said the two 
Soviet Salyut 4 cosmonauts also were 
about to return to Earth although their 
precise landing time has not been dis­ 
closed. 
The Soviet news agency Tass said a 
representative of the recovery service 
had arrived at the secret control center 
controlling the 60-day flight of Salyut 4 
cosmonauts Pyotr Klimuk and Vitaly 


Sevastiyanov. 
In the news conference, both Brand 
and Slayton said they were enjoying 
their first venture into orbit. It took 
Slayton 16 years to get there and he said: 
“We have to come back tomorrow and 
I’m not sure I’m looking forward to it.” 
“It’s the greatest experience I ever 
had.” Brand said. 
Asked if the joint flight with two Soviet 
cosmonauts was worth the $230 million 
the United States spent. Stafford replied. 
“Yes ... definitely so.” 
In previous news conferences held by 
pilots in space, questions were formed 
by committee and radioed by astronauts 
on the ground.

The FPC may postpone a

In the matter of increases in 
the fuel cost adjustment, the 
state commission requires the 
submission of cost data to 
justify each requested fuel cost 
boost for retail customers and 
has begun to hold extensive 
hearings The federal panel, 
muni spokesmen charge, allows 
the monthly fuel cost incre­ 
ments to go into effect on the 
municipals automatically by a 
preset formula, foregoing close 
inspection of supporting cost 
data and leaving the private 
utilities largely to their own 
devices. 
The oil embargo hit PG&E 
with Sunday punch fuel costs 
boosts as it did other power 
generating utilities, both public 
and private. The San Francisco- 
based firm’s fuel picture wasn’t 
brightened at all when, in 
August, 1973, it was forced to 
convert seven of its 12 fossil 
fuel power plants from natural 
gas over to precious oil, at a 
cost of $100 million. The reason 
for this was a federally ordered 
.curtailment in supplies of 
natural gas from Texas — sup­ 
plies PG&E had firmly con­ 
tracted for The utility’s fuel oil 
requirements boomed from 2.6 
million barrels in 1972 to over 11 
million in 1974. Further natural 
gas cutoffs by the Canadian 
governm ent since have 
worsened the picture. 
Both PG&E retail and whole- 
wholesale rates have had to in­ 
crease. and they have, again 
and again. Even so, the large 
utility firm's rates remain 
among the very lowest in the 
nation. This is largely due to 
PG&E’s greatest single bless­ 
ing, 
vast 
sources 
hydroelectric power. In the best 
of water years, this source 
provides some 60 per cent of the 
power the company sells. Other 
utilities, such as Southern 
California Edison, the Los 
Angeles Division of Water and 
Power and many out of state, 
are much more reliant upon 
fossil fuels to generate their 
power and have been harder hit 
by the fuel crunch. Falling 
water is free. 
Though PG&E’s rates are 
quite low on a national scale, it 
is the comparative difference 
between in city a‘nd out of city 
rates that leaders in the public 
power munis such as Lompoc 
consider critical. The City of 
Lompoc is in retail rate com­ 
petition with the City of Santa 
Maria, for example, not with 
St. Louis. 
Regulatory lag in general 
wholesale rates has happened 
this way: 
PG&E filed with the Federal 
Power Commission for a 22 per 
cent general bulk rate boost in 


Sept., 1972 Heeding NCPA ap­ 
peals. the panel suspended* the 
effective date of the increase 
for five months Lompoc and its 
public power brethren began 
paying the higher rates on April 
28. 1973. 
PG&E filed with the state 
PUC for a comparable retail 
hike also toward the end of 1972. 
But the state rate setters did 
not impose it on PG&E’s in­ 
dividual customers until six 
months after the municipals 
had already begun to pay. Even 
with the five month federal 
suspension, the wholesale in­ 
crease affecting the cities was 
a reality half a year before a 
comparable retail rate boost 
was felt just across their city 
lines. 
Nor had the federal commis­ 
sion been swift to render final 
decisions on the already im­ 
posed wholesale hikes or the 
possible rebates. As of pres­ 
stime, two years and two 
months after the cities’ power 
bills climbed by 22 per cent, no 
final FPC decision on the in­ 
crease is expected soon. Part of 
the reason for this was the 
retirement in Dec., 1974 of an 
FPC administrative law judge. 
He has yet to be replaced. 
The federal power tribunal 
demonstrated the purely dis­ 
cretionary nature of their five 
month rate suspension option 
by postponing a 1974 PG&E fil­ 
ing for a 12.7 per cent general 
bulk rate boost for only one day 
despite NCPA appeals for a 
longer setback. PG&E’s six 
NCPA customers, Lompoc in­ 
cluded, were hit with this se­ 
cond hike on Aug. 24, 1974. A 
comparable increase in PG&E 
retail rates had still not been 
finally approved or allowed to 
of became effective by presstime 
after another regulatory lag of 
nearly one year. 
“ So we have again this 
waiting period, which is very 
difficult for small utilities to 
live with,” responds Norman 
Ingraham, NCPA executive 
director. “ You’re putting your 
money out first and hoping to 
get it back at interest later. But 
in the meantime, someone else 
is using your money.” 
June 3, 1975, was the FPC 
hearing date on the 12.7 per 
cent wholesale increase. A final 
ruling on it, and on possible par­ 
tial rebates to the cities, is not 
expected for perhaps several 
more months. 
NCPA has opened negotia­ 
tions with PG&E aimed at a 
settlement of one or both of the 
general increases at lower than 
present levels. With such settle­ 
ments, the utility would refund 
cities’ overpayments in the 
form of credits for future power 
purchases. But no accords have 
come out of the talks so far.

Arguments were completed 
Tuesday in the Exxon election 
contest case before visiting 
Superior Judge Ralph Drum­ 
mond, of Monterey County. 
Judge Drummond, yrho was 
assigned to the Exxon case 
after originally being called to 
sit in a Monterey murder case 
being heard in Santa Barbara 
Court under a change of venue, 
is expected to make a decision 
shortly, in view of a trial date 
set by Presiding Judge Floyd C.

Hunt sons charge

CIA embezzlement 


DALLAS (UPI) — Two sons 
of the late billionaire H L Hunt 
say the family refused to allow 
the CIA to use a Hunt company 
a f filia te for o v e rse as e s ­ 
pionage. In retaliation, they 
say, the CIA infiltrated the 
company and helped embezzled 
more than $50 million. 
, Nelson Bunker Hunt and W. 
H erbert Hunt said Tuesday 
their conservative views and 
their refusal to help the CIA 
was also the reason for a series 
of federal wiretapping charges 
against them. 
The brothers said they turned 
down CIA requests to use their 
overseas Hunt Oil Co. affiliate 
and in retu rn the federal 
government began attem pts to 
discredit the family. 
"A fter turning down the CIA, 
a m a s s iv e e m b e z z le m e n t 
scheme involving losses of over 
$50 million from the Hunt Oil 
Co. w ere uncovered,” the 
brothers said in a news release. 
"An investigation disclosed 
that some of the Hunt employes 
involved in the scheme were 
secret governm ent agents,” 
they said. 


The brothers originally were 
charged with wiretapping aides 
of their late father, in what in­ 
v estig ato rs contend w as a 
struggle for control of the fami­ 
ly fortune. They are scheduled 
to go wi trial in September 
A grand jury Monday handed 
down new indictments charging 
the Hunt brothers, criminal 
law yer P ercy F orem an of 
Houston, three other attorneys 
and a retired Texas industrial­ 
ist with obstruction of justice 
for allegedly trying to thwart 
the wiretap investigation. 
The indictment charged the 
seven men conspired to pay 
witnesses to go to prison to hush 
testimony about the wiretapp­ 
ing 
The brothers said the new 
charges were further indication 
they were being persecuted by 
the federal government. 
Full documentary evidence of 
the embezzlement was given to 
the FBI and the CIA, the Hunt 
brothers said 
They said the 
government refused to investi­ 
gate the m a tte r until the 
Justice D epartm ent started an 
investigation four years later

W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Their cause virtually doomed, 
southern senators today were 
making a last-ditch effort to 
soften provisions in a 10-year 
extension of the voting rights 
law as liberals pressed for its 
im m ediate passage. 

John Tunney, D-Calif., 
the bill’s floor m anager, fought 
to keep am endments from be­ 
ing attached to the House- 
passed measure so it could be 
sent stra ig h t to P re sid en t 
Ford’s desk without having to 
go to conference w ith the 
House. 
A cloture motion to lim it 
further debate on the bill was 
expected to be easily approved 
l a te r to d a y . 
D e m o c ra tic 
leaders were hoping final pas­ 
sage could com e som etim e 
tonight. 
The only snag could come on 
an am endment to be offered by 
Sen. Robert Byrd, D-W.Va., to 
extend the landm ark voting 


rights act for only five years, an 
extension period originally 
proposed by the administration. 
The law. enacted in 1965, 
covers seven Deep South states 
and other areas and sends 
federal examiners, registrars 
and poll watchers into voting 
d is tric ts deem ed to have 
deprived blacks of the right to 
vote. 
The bill to extend the act, 
which faces an Aug. 6 expira­ 
tion d e a d lin e , a lso would 
broaden coverage to include 
Spanish-Americans and other 
language minorities. 
Southern senators, charging 
that another 10 years under the 
act would turn their states into 
“ conquered provinces," at­ 
tem pted to am end the bill 
Thursday by extending the act’s 
coverage evenly to each of the 
50 states. 
The am endm ent, by Sen.

Parachutist in jump from 
1 10-story Trade Center 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A con­ 
struction worker, who said he 
wanted to call attention to 
hunger among children, took a 
110-story parachute jump from 
the World Trade Center Tues­ 
day evening. 
He told police he did it 
because he wanted the world to 
"give the poor kids a m eal.’’ 
The parachutist, Owen Quinn, 
34 of New York, jumped the 
1,350 feet and landed on the 
plaza level between the twin 
towers — second in height only 
to Chicago’s Sears Building. 
Quinn, who had made about 
850 jumps, received only minor 
leg b ru ise s , a c c o rd in g to 
hospital officials. 
The father of three young 
girls told the police who ar­ 
rested him that "I want to bring 
the attention of the world” to - 


"poor kids.” He said he wanted 
his stunt to prompt people to 
give up a meal or two and set 
aside the food money “ to give 
the poor kids a m eal.” 
Police quickly shuttled Quinn 
to Bellevue Hospital and then 
for psychiatric observation at 
Elm hurst General Hospital in 
Queens, where police said doc­ 
tors “ found nothing wrong with 
him .” 
Quinn was then returned to 
the stationhouse, charged with 
reckless endangerm ent and 
crim inal trespass, and allowed 
to go home with a promise he 
would appear in court Aug. 6. 
A neighbor of Quinn’s who 
asked not to be identified said 
while the jum per “ had a social 
conscience,” he “didn’t seem to 
be all that com m itted to social 
causes.” 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President Ford is having trou­ 
ble finding a Republican willing 
to introduce his new gun control 
bill, Senate sources said today. 
The Republicans were report­ 
ed reluctant to endorse the ad­ 
m inistration’s proposed ban on

can't answer 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
They cannot answer for them ­ 
selves because they were both 
assassinated years ago. 
But the nam es of the late 
President John Kennedy and his 
b ro th er, 
A ttorney G eneral 
Robert Kennedy, keep coming 
up in connection with alleged 
CIA plots to kill Cuban prem ier 
Fidel Castro and other foreign 
leaders. 
Each day, in one congression­ 
al com m ittee or another or in 
talks with newsmen, a legion of 
form er official associates and 
intim ates of the Kennedys give 
their word that neither Kenne­ 
dy knew of or condoned any 
plots for assassination. 
Tuesday, form er Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk told a House 
international relations subcom­ 
m ittee that during his eight 
years with the Kennedy and 
Johnson adm inistrations 
“ no 
one ever discussed assassina­ 
tion with m e, no one ever 
recommended assassination to 
m e.” 
However, Lawrence Houston, 
general counsel for the CIA 
from its founding in 1947 until 
1973, told newsmen outside a 
H ouse co m m ittee m eeting 
where he testified on another 
m atter Tuesday that in 1962 he 
and then CIA Security Director 
Sheffield E dw ards inform ed 
Robert Kennedy of a CIA-Mafia 
plot in 1960 to kill Castro. 
Houston said the attorney 
general was “ very angry” at 
the CIA-Mafia link but "didn’t 
seem very perturbed” about 
the Castro plot. 


Vietnamese refugees sell 


gold: $40,000 per day 


United Press International 
The Vietnamese are selling 
gold at a rate of more than 
$40,000 a day in the four refugee 
cam ps in the United States. 
Some are selling the wedding 
rings off their fingers. 
'Hie two firm s doing the m ost 
business have bought more than 
$3 million in refugee gold at 
camps in California, Florida, 
A rkansas and Pennsylvania. 
The price Tuesday was $193 per 
tael — a group of three thin gold 
leafs weighing a total of 1.2 
o u n c e s u se d th r o u g h o u t 
Southeast Asia. 
One firm , U.S. Silver Corp. of 
Van Nuys, Calif., expects to buy 
$10 million in refugee gold when 
the Vietnamese get out of the 
cam ps and into A m erican 
society. 
“ We expect to buy four or 
five tim es more gold then — $10 
million would be a safe figure,” 
said R ichard Thies, chief 
economist for U.S. Silver. He 
said many refugees who fled 
South Vietnam are rich, profes­ 
sional businessmen with “ con­ 
siderable wealth.” 
"They do have a lot of gold,” 
he said. 
His firm and another, Deak- 
P erera International, Inc., of 
New York, have bought $2.3 
m illion in gold a t the four 
refu g ee cam ps since they 
opened in May, according to Lt. 
Col. Hal Roeder, an Army 
spokesman at Ft. Indiantown 
Gap, Pa. A third firm , Manfra, 
Tordella and Brooks of New 
Y ork, has bought ano th er 
$600,000 at one camp alone. 
Evan Ecko, branch m anager 


fo r D e a k - P e r e r a a t th e 
Pennsylvania camp, said most 
refugees have sold goal in taels. 
But some have peddled gold 
jewelry, particularly wedding 
bands worth $10 to $50. 
“ A pparently m any of the 
refugees left Vietnam without 
money or valuables and their 
wedding bands are the only 
things of value they have left to 
their nam es,” Ecko said. 
“ We hear rum ors all the tim e 
that some of the refugees have 
large amounts of gold they are 
holding onto. Now that they’re 
in the United States, holding 
onto the gold and knowing they 
can get money for it any time 
makes the refugees feel a little 
more secure.” 
U.S. Silver Corp. refuses to 
buy wedding bands. 
"Selling your wedding band is 
a personal thing and involves a 
lot of emotion,” said Robert 
RoSebrock of U.S. Silver. “We 
don’t want to participate in that 
kind of transaction. If a person 
comes in and wants to sell his 
or h er w edding band, it’s 
probably the last thing of value 
they have. We try to encourage 
them to hold off and say that 
things will probably get better 
for them .” 
Most of the selling is going on 
at Camp Pendleton, Calif., and 
Ft. Chaffee, Ark. Most Viet­ 
nam ese know what they’re do­ 
ing and the gold m arket in the 
refugee camps is competitive. 
“There’s a price war on and 
it’s very unprofitable for all the 
companies sitting there,” said 
Luis Vigdor, assistan t vice 
president of Manfra, Tordella 


and Brooks of New York. “The 
V ietnam ese are very wise. 
They shop around for the best 
price.” 


When the cam ps first opened, 
the U.S. government contracted 
w ith D e a k -P e re ra to buy 
refugee gold. In June, the 
government asked other firm s 
to open offices in the camps. 


"When the refugees first got 
out of V ietnam they w ere 
receiving very low p rice s,” 
Vigdor said. "There was no 
competition and the Army and 
State Departm ent asked other 
companies to come in.” 


The refugees also have sold a 
large quantity of jewels. Thies 
said the Vietnamese have sold 
gold at cam ps in California and 
Arkansas at the rate of $40,000 a 
day. Deak-Perera has bought 
about $120,000 at Eglin Air 
Force Base in Florida, where 
things had been slow when the 
cam p opened May 4. 


"They had plans to close 
down about two weeks ago 
because business was beginning 
to slow down, but there was a 
sudden upsurge after people 
learned of the plans and they’re 
back to doing good business,” 
said Capt. George Neiss, an 
Eglin information officer. 
The large amount of gold in 
the camps has not created any 
security problems. The firm s 
maintain their own guards and 
transport the gold and money in 
armed trucks to and from the 
bases. M ilitary officials said 
there have been no m ajor inci­ 
dents of theft.

The Bayh bill would simply 
prohibit the com m ercial sale of 
“non-sporting” handguns, nar­ 
rowly defined. 
Other bills include one by 
Sen. E dw ard K ennedy, D- 
Mass., which would prohibit 
m a n u fa c tu re and sa le of 
handguns less than six inches 
long to make them harder to 
conceal.

LISBON, Portugal - A wave 
of anti-Communist violence has 
spread to rural Portugal in 
defiance of the left-wing mili­ 
tary regim e’s appeals for calm. 
Mobs have stormed a series 
of Communist headquarters in 
Portugal’s provinces, beating 
party workers with clubs, ran­ 
sacking offices and burning 
documents. 
Portuguese authorities said 
at least 10 persons were in­ 
jured, three critically, in at­ 
tacks Tuesday against eight 
regional C om m unist head­ 
q u arters. 
Troops fired tear gas and 
warning shots to disperse the 
mobs, which were incensed by 
the increasing political power 
of the minority Communists in 
city councils. 
The ruling Armed Forces 
M ovement worked urgently 
behind the scenes in an attem pt 
to form a new coalition cabinet 
capable of dealing with the es­ 
calating violence. 
In the most serious incident, 
residents of the northern town 
of Alcobaca broke through an 
arm y cordon and stormed the 


local Communist headquarters, 
beating two party workers in­ 
side with clubs and boots 
The angry crowd then ran­ 
sacked the Communist offices 
and burned most of the party’s 
furniture and documents. 
The two Communist workers 
were hospitalized in critical 
condition Four dem onstrators 
— including one shot by the 
Communists — were also in­

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
When janitor Mario Lopez saw 
the cigar box with a note on the 
E 
ackage saying, “ This is a 
omb, do not touch,” he thought 
it was a joke. 
He even carried the carton to 
a nearby freight elevator before 
having second thoughts and cal­ 
ling the security office. 
Before the bomb squad could 
arrive on the 34th floor of the 
dow ntow n s k y sc ra p e r, an 
explosion blew Lopez off his 
feet, demolishing the freight 
elevator and damaging an of­ 
fice of the Treasury Depart­ 
ment. 
Lopez was treated for minor 
injuries. Damage was estim at­ 
ed at $250,000. 
Federal agents said the ter­ 
rorist group taking responsi­ 
bility for the bombing, the 
“ Red Guerilla Fam ily,” left 
many clues in the area. 
“ We have found a lot of 
c lu e s ,’’ C h a rle s N ixon, a 
spokesman for the Treasury 
D epartm ent said Tuesday. “ We 
are conducting a very intensive 
investigation.” 


TOULON, France (UPI) - 
An excursion boat carrying 
more than 200 tourists caught 
fire to d a y , cau sin g m any 
casualties 
Authorities set the toll at 12 
killed and 50 hurt after the boat, 
the Venus des Isles, burst into 
flames following an engine ex­ 
plosion. 
Identities of the victims were 
not immediately known. 
The boat, a 90-footer with a 
capacity of 300 persons, was on 
its way to the islands of Pol- 
querolles just off F ra n ce’s 
M editerranean coast with up to 
270 tourists aboard when the ac­ 
cident occurred, authorities 
said. 
They said all the casualties 
and survivors were removed by 
helicopter 
The vessel’s captain later 
told newsmen that the boat had 
hit an unknown underwater ob­ 
ject immediately before the 
fire. He said the object rup­ 
tured the hull and caused a 
boiler to explode and ignite the 
fuel tanks. 
Clouds of black smoke bil­ 
lowed from the flaming ship. 
Authorities refused to discuss 
speculation that the excursion 
boat may have struck a sub­ 
marine from the French naval 
base of Toulon, the country’s 
second largest. 
Survivors said a general pan­ 
ic followed the explosion and 
fire. 
One Frenchwoman said, "We 
were at the front of the boat and 
the fire started at the back. We 
heard shouts of ‘fire! fire!’ and 
saw lots of black smoke. There 
was a great panic and everyone 
jumped into the w ater.” 


The survivors said an every- 
m a n -fo r-h im s e lf 
a ttitu d e 
prevailed 
Another Frenchwoman said, 
"I was with my young daughter 
but I didn’t have a life buoy for 
her so I yelled to a man, 'catch 
her. catch her.’” But nobody 
did anything. 
"I threw her into the w ater,” 
the woman continued, “ and she 
latched onto an old ship's buoy. 
There were even some people 
who tried to take the buoy away 
from her ” 
She added, “ There were only 
four lifeboats — two in the front 


and two in the back — and when 
they were released people who 
were already in the water took 
them all over ” 
The woman jumped into the 
water after her daughter and 
both were eventually rescued 
by a Navy helicopter.

They were honored by an in­ 
vitation into a Hopi home. 
The couple planned their trip to ex­ 
plore some of the Indian culture wonders 
following a visit with their daughter in 
Los Angeles and George’s mother, sister 
and friends in Sun City. Arizona. Their 
trip brought experiences far exceeding 
those planned. 
They visited two of the oldest trading 
posts at Kearns Canyon and Hubbel 
Trading Post historical site. They visited 
the Navajo Indian capitol at Windon 
Rock, then went on to Chaco Canyon 
National Monument, New Mexico to visit 
his sister Elinor and her husband Walter 
Herriman, superintendent at the monu­ 
ment. While there they visited Pueblo 
Bonito, the largest excavated prehistoric 
Indian ruin in the Southwest. It was the 
farm village of a thousand Pueblo In­ 
dians who lived there 800-900 years ago. 
They had the opportunity to be the first 
visitors to a new excavation started the 
preceding week by archaeological stu­ 
dents under supervision of a professor 
from the University of I^iew Mexico. 
Over 2,200 archaeological sites have been 
identified in Chaco. These range from 
camps of early nomadic, hunting Indians 
about 6,000 years old, to recently aban­ 
doned hogans (houses) of Navajo Indians 
who still reside in the area. 
Of greatest number in the monument 
are ruins of former dwellings of Anasazi

(ancient ones) relatives of the present 
day Pueblo Indians who lived in Chaco 
about A.D. 600-1275. Other studies, using 
various types of aerial photographs have 
helped identify remains of an extensive 
prehistoric irrigation system and a 
network of roads, both built and used by 
these ancient peoples. The Porters were 
impressed by Chaco beyond description. 
On the Aztec Ruins National Monu­ 
ment, they viewed a fully restored kiva 
(Indian ceremonial structure). They 
visited Mesa Verde National Park, Colo., 
where they saw more dramatic 
prehistoric ruins and took a trip through 
Cliff Palace, the largest cliff dwelling in 
America. In the 1300s it was a village of 
200-250 Pueblo Indian farmers who grew 
their crops on the mesa tops. It was dur­ 
ing their stay there that they witnessed a 
total eclipse of the moon. 


On to the Canyon Drive Challey 
National Monument, they toured the rim 
of the canyon. This expedition led to 
making an acquaintance with an in­ 
teresting and most friendly young Nava­ 
jo Indian truck driver. Needless to say. it 
was a phase of car trouble which brought 
this about. 


The following day the Porters took a 
tour by truck to see how the Navajos 
live. It was fascinating to see the many 
colored sandstones in interesting forma­ 
tions. cottonwood trees, fields, hogans, 
pictographs and to see many, many 
young Indian children also touring the 
area. 


Again on the Navajo trail to Monument 
Valley, a Red Rock Wonderland, they 
traveled through the painted desert and 
stopped over in the Grand Canyon and at 
Lake Havasu where they rode over the 
resituated London Bridge. 


Altogether a beautiful, interesting and 
informative trip, the Porters would 
recommend it to others and would be 
only to happy to repeat their trip.

Russians support 
Portugal party 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Soviet Union is spending mil­ 
lions of dollars to support the 
Communist party in Portugal. 
U S Government sources say 
This may cause problems for 
the Russians at the upcoming 
East-West security conference 
in Helsinki attended by Presi­ 
dent Ford, Soviet party secre­ 
tary Leonid Brezhnev and 
European leaders Part of the 
agreement would ban outside 
interference in the internal af­ 
fairs of countries. 


The figures are imprecise but 
all in the same ballpark Sen. 
Lloyd Bentsen. D-Tex , quoted 
the CIA as saying the Soviet 
Union was sending $10 million a 
month to Communists in Por­ 
tugal. A report on NATO 
presented to the Senate Armed 
Services Committee says "a 
reported $38 million" went 
from the USSR to the Com­ 
munists 
Intelligence reports reaching 
the Pentagon say the KGB. the 
Soviet secret police and spy 
agency, has sent between $25 
and $75 million directly to the 
Communist party. Another esti­ 
mate ranges from $15 to $50 


million, some of the money 
coming from East Germany. 
The money, these sources 
say, is going directly to the 
highly disciplined Communist 
party run by Alvaro Cunhal, a 
tough Stalinist Portuguese law 
prevents political parties from 
accepting foreign money or as­ 
sistance 
In elections April 25. Commu­ 
nists and their allies got 15 per 
cent of the vote against 64 per

Rain falling now 
in normal style 


United Press International 
Rain is finally beginning to 
fall in proper style — more of it 
on the hot, arid Midwest 
farmlands, less of it on the 
waterlogged Northeast. 
Million-dollar rains soaked 
parched crops in portions of the 
Midwest com belt Tuesday and 
floodwaters that caused mil­ 
lions of dollars damage began 
to recede in the Northeast. 
Crop-saving rains soaked 
large sections of Nebraska and 
spread into Iowa, Kansas and 
Missouri, where hot, dry 
weather has threatened to cut 
into the predicted bumper com 
crop 
Four to five inches of rain — 
termed "million-dollar rains" 
by one agricultural official- 
fell on the sun-baked fields in 
portions of south-central and 
southeastern Nebraska 
In Iowa, the rainfall was light 
— less than a quarter of an inch 
in most sections. That alone 
would not be enough to improve 
the crop outlook, but observers 
were hopeful today’s predicted 
rain would be heavier. 
The rain marked the end of 
three weeks of dry weather. 
Agronomists in central and 
western Iowa said Tuesday’s 
showers provided some relief to 
pollinating com. but a spokes- 


man in Dallas County in central 
Iowa said "we're still in 
trouble " 
In South Dakota, officials 
reported scant topsoil moisture 
and said corn and soybean 
growth was at a standstill in 
some areas. 
Some sections of Wisconsin, 
without rain for 10 days, also 
needed water soon to replace 
topsoil moisture drained by hot. 
dry weather. 
Dry weather was welcome 
along the Middle Atlantic 
Coast. 
Floodwaters fed by six-inch 
rains receded in New Jersey 
Nearly % per cent of train ser­ 
vice through the New York- 
Philadelphia rail corridor— the 
busiest in the nation — was 
restored 
New Jersey Gov. Brendan 
Byrne said about 800 persons 
were left homeless in Trenton 
and that those hit hardest were 
families with low incomes. 
Thousands of other homes were 
flooded, but hundreds of eva­ 
cuees were able to return to 
their dwellings Tuesday. 
"It’s beyond belief how water 
that looked like it would never 
recede has gone down this 
quickly," said Mercer County 
Civil Defense official William 
Falcey. 
Oil spill brings 
only moans, groans 


KEY WEST, Fla (UPI) - It 
may take several weeks to 
clean up an oil slick spread 
along a 25-mile stretch of 
Florida Keys, the worst spill on 
the state’s Atlantic Coast in re­ 
cent years. Residents said "the 
only thing we can do is moan 
and groan about it." 
."A lot depends on how much 
we have to go into the 
mangroves," said Coast Guard 
Lt. Cmdr. William Monson, an 
oil-spill expert flown in from 
Mississippi to assist in the 
clean-up. "There may be a 
limit to how much we can try to 
clean up the mangroves without 
doing them more harm in the 
process." 
Coast Guard investigators 
say they believe the spill occur­ 
red Friday night in the Florida 
Straits and was caused by a 
tanker intentionally cleaning up 
to 126,000 gallons of oil from its 
tanks. 
They were checking a tip by 
an Air Force pilot who reported 
seeing a tanker trailing a 
stream of oil south of Key 
Largo. They said they hoped to 
identify the guilty ship by 


matching samples of its oil with 
samples taken from the spill. 
Although 
most 
e n v i r o n m e n t a l i s t s 
said 
ecological damage should not 
be serious, residents had plenty 
to worry and complain about. 
Dick Farkas. who owns a 
marina on Coppitt Key, said six 
men out lobster diving Sunday 
found their outing spoiled by the 
slick. 


"All of a sudden the oil was 
on top of them.” he said. 
"There wasn’t much they could 
do about it, and they were 
covered with gook from head to 
toe. 


"I guess they’ll never find out 
who did it. so we could be paid 
for our damage. The only thing 
we can do is moan and groan 
about it."

New NFL contract talks begin 


WASHINGTON iU PI) - The pro foot­ 
ball players* union and the NFL owners 
made a new stab today at reaching a con­ 
tract agreement but progress promised 
to be slow. 
The 10 a.m. edt bargaining session 
between the NFL Players Association 
and the NFL Management Council was 
called under the auspices of the Federal 
Mediation and Conciliation Service. It 
was the first major effort to achieve a 
settlement since almost a year ago when 


a six-week player strike disrupted train­ 
ing cam|» and the preseason schedule.' 
At that point, the players voted to 
report to their teams without a contract 
for the 1974 season and there have been 
only desultory negotiations since then. 
In advance of the new round of talks 
under supervisi<xi of James A. Scearce, 
deputy chief federal mediator, Ed 
Garvey, executive director of the 
NFLPA, indicated the union would be 
willing to accept an interim settlement 


to cover (Wily the upcoming season if no 
full settlement can be reached. 
“ We’re ready to talk about an interim 
agreement, if the owners come up with 
some response to our last offer on April 
4.“ Garvey said. “ If they’re serious, 
we’re willing to try to come to an agree­ 
ment on a full contract.” 
He also (Alined to rule out completely 
the prospect of another player strike ac­ 
tion if the new negotiations collapse. “ If 
an offer is submitted by the owners. 


we’re willing to submit it to the 
players,” Garvey commented. “ If they 
offer nothing, we have to consider what 
form of action we should take.” 
He indicated no drastic action would 
be considered unless the impasse con­ 
tinued into mid-August. 
A spokesman for the owners ccwitended 
they replied to the last player offer on 
April 17 and declared willingness to 
bargain on all issues. This would include 
the Rozelle rule.

McLain recently wrote a book, plays the organ and occasionally 
gets into a sandlot game.

Q. Who is the tallest active football player, baseball player and 
basketball player? I have heard that Morris Stroud is the tallest in 
football but I think Ed (Too Tall) Jones has the same measure­ 
ments. I have also heard that J R. Richards of the Astros is the 
tallest baseball player. — Eddie Whitaker, Nacogdoches, Texas. 
Tight end Stroud, late of the Kansas City Chiefs, gets the grid 
honor by an inch, at 6-10, over the Cowboys’ Jones. Pitcher J.R. 
Richard of Houston is the highest in baseball at 6-8, one inch over 
the Giants’ hurler, Ed Halicki. In basketball, the guys are 
reluctant to get measured when they top 7 feet. Kareem Abdul- 
Jabbar and Tom Burleson of Seattle are each listed at 7-2, but in 
college Burleson was supposed to be 7-4, so let’s give him the nod 
as a growing boy. 
Q. What happened to Carlton Fisk in the last year? — Scooter 
Wysinger, Oakland, Calif. 
The brilliant young catcher of the Boston Red Sox has recently 
returned to duty after an appalling streak of injuries. He was out 
early in the ’74 campaign with a groin injury and in a mid-season 
collision at home plate suffered a tom cartilage which shelved 
him for the rest of the year and required knee surgery. Early in 
spring training this year, a wild pitch fractured his right forearm 
while he was at bat and put him in a cast for two months. He’s still 
great — if he can stay healthy. 
Q. Why are there so few .300 hitters today? I did some checking. 
Last year in the National League, only 13 players batted .300 or 
better. In 1930, on the championship St. Louis Cardinals alone, all 
eight starters hit over .300. The New York Giants had a team 
batting average of .319. Any reasons for the change? — R.L. 
Cincinnati, O. 


Quite a few. I discussed it seriously with Mickey Vernon, the 
batting coach of the Los Angeles Dodgers, who hit over .300 five 
times in his career. He feels it’s part due to a change in pitching 
style, part due to a change in hitting style. There are many more 
fine relief pitchers today, and managers don’t hesitate to use 
them, so there’s always a fresh fireballer coming at you. Hitters, 
swinging from the heels for home runs, don’t have the bat control 
they used to and don’t punch out hits. I also think it’s harder to hit 
in today’s brand of night baseball, with hectic travel schedules. 
And there has been a dilution of talent with 12 teams in each 
league (compared to the old eight) and competition from other 
sports taking away potential stars. 
Parting shot: 
I’m still amazed at the hordes of masochistic fans who come out 
to golf tournaments. Except for the fact you can jostle the players 
as they move from green to tee, it’s the lousiest sport in the world 
to watch.

United Press International 
Steve Carlton has once again 
become the most important 
name on the Philadelphia Phil­ 
lies’ roster.

Galling situation 


Every California lawmaker is entitled to an 
office in his district which, of course, we as 
taxpayers pick up the tab. 
So, as taxpayers, we should all be highly in­ 
dignant over the facts told in the Sacramento 
Union over the past weekend which revealed 
that some California lawmakers operate 
their private law practices jointly with their 
tax-payer-financed district legislative 
offices. 
What is particularly galling, is that some of 
the lawmakers don’t seem to care <a whit. 
Despite the fact that California voters a 
number of years ago approved a plan to put 
our legislators on a “full-time” status, a sub­ 
stantial number of the 49 lawyers in the 
legislature continue to practice law on the 


side. 
The whole practice is frowned upon by the 
administrative heads of both the Assembly 
and Senate and is in apparent violation of 
their own internal policies. 
The Sacramento Union also pointed out that 
one assemblyman, Democrat Jack Fenton of 
Montebello, not only has his legal and 
legislative offices together but they are 
housed in a building that he owns.

Deficit spending, which was 
supposed to end recession, may actually 
fuel future problems. Deficits not only 
fan inflation, according to the research 
findings, but siphon off money which 
should go for expansion of business and 
creation of jobs.

Will soybeans, one of nature’s most 
nutritional and versatile vegetations, 
become a major California crop? The 
answer appears to rest with a handful of 
San Joaquin Valley farmers aided by 
researchers at U.C. Davis. 
An important crop nationally, soy­ 
beans was one of the five major crops of 
China and spread to neighboring 
countries 2000 years ago. Introduced in 
the U.S. in the early 1800’s it didn’t 
become a major crop until after WW II. 
In 1974, the U.S. harvest of 1.3 billion 
bushels represented 80 per cent of world 
production. 
So far, for all its vaunted greatness as 
an agricultural state, California has con­ 
tributed next to nothing to this produc­ 
tion. This, even though thousand of acres 
of land, once idle because of lack of 
water and still idle because of govern­ 
ment crop restrictions, are available for 
this lucrative product. 
The problem is th at C alifornia 
climate, ideal for almost everything, is 
unsuitable for the present varieties of 
soybeans. These require moist, hot and 
humid clim ates. C alifornia’s low 
humidity makes the plants susceptible to 
spider mites and to a dryness which shat­ 
ters the pods before they can be 
harvested. 
But the desire to put the land to work 
and the need to find the crops with the 
greatest demand are spurring ex­ 
perimentations in all directions. 
And soybeans have a lure unequalled 
by other potential crops. For, not only is 
the soybean regarded as one of nature’s 
most nutritional foods for humans, its 
highly diversified use as such makes the 
market for it, as a food, virtually un­ 
limited. 
And, even if the market for it as a food 
were saturated, it is widely used for cat­ 
tle and poultry feed. 
But its usage doesn’t stop there. 
Already extensively used in industry for 
the manufacture of paints, linoleum, put­ 
ty, greases and water proofing com­ 
pounds, experimentations have pointed 
to a multitude of other products, in­ 
cluding automobile bodies, where the 
soybean can be utilized. 
Self-sufficient in many other food 
crops, California imports more than 
700,000 tons of soybeans each year for 
animal feed alone. 
These facts have inspired the scien­ 
tists and some farmers to experimenta­ 
tions and pilot plantings. Among the 


increase deficit spending, thereby 
creating more jobs.

Transfer of tax dollars to social 
programs — social security, welfare, 
medicaid, food stamps, unemployment 
benefits, job training and social services 
— has grown at an annual rate of nine 
per cent, enough to double in real dollars 
every eight years. 
In spite of major tax increases, the 
social security system is becoming insol­ 
vent and a reserve of $45 billion today 
will be gone by 1982 unless social 
security taxes are further increased. 
Through inflation, the average family 
lost $1,250 in the real value of its assets

scientists is U.C. Davis geneticist Dr. 
B.H. Beard. He says that California 
farmers must attain yields of 3,000 to 
4,000 pounds per acre, twice the Midwest 
production, to achieve economically 
feasible crops. It is this goal, accom­ 
panied by the need for plants which will 
acclimate and withstand the pod shatter­ 
ing and mite infestations, to which the 
scientists and farmers have directed 
themselves. 
Farm Adviser William D. McClellan 
reports that the San Joaquin Valley farm 
experiments have expanded from 15 
acres last year to 200 this season. He said 
so far neither mite or shatter problems 


during 1974. 
As in most scholarly research papers, 
the problems are spelled out rather suc­ 
cinctly but the solutions are generalized. 
In this case, Cal Tax says that the nation 
needs to concentrate on carefully 
targeted relief measures which will not 
undermine, and hopefully will reinforce, 
the recovery of long-term economic and 
fiscal balance.

tested and that last year’s production 
was up to 3,500 pounds per acre. 
What makes the soybean particularly 
attractive as a California crop is that 
they can be planted as a second crop fol­ 
lowing numerous other early crops. Re­ 
quiring no special equipment beyond that 
used for any row crop, such double crop­ 
ping could cut soybean production costs 
substantially. 
Still, soybean planting is not all pie in 
the sky yet. With customary caution of 
scientists, Dr. Beard says it may take 
another ten years to produce soybean 
varieties consistent enough to meet 
California needs.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Im­ 
proved price prospects for ma­ 
jor crops appear to have 
dampened talk of a “second 
round” effort to jam price sup­ 
port increases for major crops 
through Congress later this 
year. 
After President Ford's May 1 
veto of legislation to raise 1975 
E 
rain and cotton supports, 
apitol Hill farm leaders had 
said another omnibus farm bill 
might be drafted later in the 
year if record crops this sum­ 
mer produced sharp price 
declines 
A Senate source said today, 
however, there has been “no 
further discussion” of a new 
farm bill in recent weeks With 
grain prices holding “fairly 
strong” despite forecasts of a 
bumper harvest — and with 
new sales to Russia recently 
stiffening prospects for heavy 
exports — pressure from 
farmers for higher supports has 
not reappeared, the source 
said. 
Chairman Thomas S. Foley. 
D-Wash., of the House Agricul­ 
ture Committee also indicated 
he had no current plans for try­ 
ing to draft a new grain and cot­ 
ton price support bill this year. 
“I still feel we should reserve 
judgment while we wait to see 
the result of this coming 
harvest,” Foley said He said 
an assessment of both the 


econom ic situ a tio n and 
congressional sentiment after 
the harvest would indicate 
whether there was any prospect 
for new legislation. 
On the heels of recent gains in 
some farm prices attributed at 
least partly to rumors early this 
month of the impending Soviet 
grain buying, the Agriculture 
Department has raised its 
forecast for 1975 farm income. 
Instead of dropping from $27 
billion last year to about $20 bil­ 
lion. Department economists 
now predict it will wind up in 
the “low to mid $20 billion” 
range. 
If this improvement squel­ 
ches attempts to draft a new 
omnibus farm bill, House and 
Senate farm leaders indicate a 
number of individual agricul­ 
tural measures may be pushed. 
Among other things, Foley 
noted, a House agriculture sub­ 
committee already has ap­ 
proved a bill to relax rice 
acreage controls Other issues 
simmering before the House 
and S enate A g ric u ltu re 
comhrittees include reforms in

The Marxist Popular Move­ 
ment for the Liberation of 
Angola and the Western-leaning 
National Front for the Libera­ 
tion of Angola agreed to lay 


down their arms at midnight 
Tuesday 
A third guerrilla movement, 
the nonaligned Union for the 
Total Independence of Angola, 
sat out the fighting but said it 
would adhere to the cease-fire. 
The truce — the seventh in 
the on-again, off-again warfare 
— left the Popular Movement in 
virtual control of the Angolan 
capital. 
Beleaguered National Front 
forces in Luanda were holed up 
in a 16th century fortress on a 
limestone cliff overlooking the 
capital’s harbor. 


But Portuguese commanders 
said some 5.000 National Front 
troops are poised outside 
Luanda for an attack that could 
touch off full-scale war. 
Western diplomats said the 
attack might touch off a blood­ 
bath and Portuguese com­ 
manders vowed to use Lisbon’s 
occupation forces to halt such 
an offensive. 
Portuguese refugees arriving 
in Lisbon said four Soviet ships 
have unloaded heavy weapons 
at Luanda’s harbor for the 
Popular Movement. 
The warring guerrillas have 


demolished much of the city in 
fighting for control of Angola 
when the colony gains in­ 
dependence from Portugal Nov. 
11. The latest, 10-day flareup 
left some 500 dead and 1.000 
wounded 
The warfare has caused a 
mass exodus of whites The 
fleeing settlers have told about

Blazing new comet 
not seen by many 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Berger, Kobayashi. Milton and 
Kohoutek are not a squad from 
some World War II infantry 
movie. They are astronomers 
who have discovered comets, 
and thereon hangs the tale of a 
comet without a tail. 
The world may still remem­ 
ber Comet Kohoutek. the 
cosmic Edsel of 1974. After 
great ballyhoo as a celestial 
spectacular, it came, it was 
barely seen and it vanished with 
a fizzle. 
Enter the Kobayashi-Berger- 
Milton comet, named for its 
three discoverers — Toru 
Kobayashi of Tokyo, Douglas 
Berger of the Palomar, Cali­ 
fornia Observatory and Dennis 
Milton of Wyoming. They dis­ 
covered it simultaneously the 
night of July 2. 
It was to go blazing across the 
sk ie s of 
th e 
n o rth e rn 
hemisphere Monday night. As­ 
tronomers said it would be visi­ 
ble to the unaided eye on its 
closest approach to earth. 242 
million miles, which is right 
next door in astronomical 
terms. Amateur sky-gazers 
were alerted. 
If you did not see it, cancel 
the optometrist’s appointment. 
Very few watchers did. 
The astronomers explained it 
this way: the comet was too dif­ 
ficult to see while it was that 
close. But later on, when it is 
farther away, it will be easier 
to see. 
Except don’t bet on it. Maybe 
it won’t be. 
This is the explanation of the 
explanation: 
The KBM comet was none too 
visible because its closest ap­ 
proach coincided with a full 
moon, said Dr. Elizabeth 
Roemer, a comet expert at the 
University of Arizona. The light 
from the moon blotted out the 
comet’s glow. 
Besides, said astronomer 
Marvin Mayo of Los Angeles, 
the comet has only the tiniest of 
tails, barely visible even on 
long photo exposures, and it is 
the tail that is a comet’s crown­ 
ing glory. 
As the KBM comet draws 
nearer to the sun, its tail should 
light up, and by mid-August, 
with the moon waning and ris­ 
ing after midnight, the brighter 
comet should be visible in the 
darker sky as a glow northeast 
of the bright star Vega. 


After that it will be too close 
to the sun to see. until it whips 
around the sun Sept. 5, with the 
solar approach boiling off icy 
dust, lengthening and brighten­ 
ing the tail. That should make 
the comet more visible on its 
return front the sun — but only 
to observers in South America, 
Africa and Australia. 
The trouble is, KBM appears 
to be going slightly off course. 
It may be “a bust. Mayer said. 
“Frankly, it’s not much of a 
comet,” said Dr. Roemer.

Younger raps 
liberal judges 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Passing laws against gun 
ownership makes no sense 
while judges are turning loose 
the criminals who use the guns, 
state Attorney General Evelle 
J. Younger said Tuesday. 
“The most logical way to deal 
with persons who commit 
crimes with firearms is to treat 
them as the serious, dangerous 
criminals they are and send 
them to prison,” Younger said. 
Younger spoke out following 
the proposal by U.S. Attorney 
General Edward Levi to ban 
possession of “Saturday night 
specials,” cheap pistols blamed 
for criminal acts. 
If punishing the criminals, in­ 
stead of the instrument, does 
not deter crime, Younger said, 
then gun registration and 
licensing proposals could be 
considered. 
“But it doesn’t make any 
sense to me to even think about 
such things as long as we are 
now giving probation to about 
40 per cent...of those who com­ 
mit homicide with firearms,” 
he said.

HOUSTON (U PI) - Ameri­ 
ca's oldest astronaut will get 
another chance to fly in space 
Donald "Deke" Slayton will 
be offered a job of directing the 
horizontal flight test of the 
revolutionary space shuttle 
rocket plane in the spring of 
1977, Johnson Space Center 
Director Christopher Kraft said 
today. 
Slayton also will be con­ 
sidered, Kraft said, as a pilot 
for the shuttle flights beginning 
in 1979 
Slayton, last active space 
pilot among the original seven 
Mercury astronauts, is flying 
with veteran astronaut Thomas 
Stafford and Vance Brand on 
the Apollo-Soyuz international 
spaceflight that winds up 
Thursday with a Pacific splash­ 
down. 
Kraft said he planned to offer 
Brand a management job if he 
did not want to wait his chance 
to become a shuttle pilot Kraft 
said Stafford, an Air Force 
brigadier general, had not 
made up his mind whether to 
stay with the National Aeronau­ 
tics and Space Administration, 
the Air Force or enter private 
industry or politics. 
Slayton, 51, a gray-haired, 
outspoken former World War II 
bomber pilot, was grounded for 
a minor heart defect before his 
scheduled Mercury-Atlas 7 mis­ 
sion in 1962. After fruitless ef­ 
forts to have officials, includ­ 
ing President Kennedy, over­ 
rule the decision he became 
chief astronaut and named 
crews to flights and watched his 
chances of going into space 
grow dimmer.

Five of Veronica’s fellow 
prostitutes have been strangled 
and at least four sexually as­ 
saulted during the past 10 
months by "Big Foot," the 
name the fearful women have 
given the unknown assailant. 
The crimes remain unsolved 
and the women of the street are 
beginning to complain that the 
police — and the public — are 
unconcerned about the deaths 
of prostitutes. 
"If this was five suburban 
housewives who have been kil­ 
led, it would be all over page 1 
every day," said Melissa, a 
prostitute who works near the 
site of several murders. "The 
police would be all over the 
place and they’d catch this 
guy.” 
"But hey, listen, prostitutes 
are people, too," she said. "It 
isn’t right for this guy to go on 
killing like this and get away 
with it.” 
Police have detailed descrip­ 
tions of the assailant and his 
methods are well known. Of­ 
ficers said he chooses the girls 
who work from the street in­ 
stead of the bars, offering them 
$15, luring them into a car, then 
assaulting them in nearby al­ 
leys. 
The sexual assaults ended in 
April, when the murders began, 
police said.

Critical shortage of home canning lids 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
shortage of home canning lids 
has gone from a serious threat 
to a critical problem in the past 
few weeks, according to gov­ 
ernment experts. 
They say they don’t know 
what to do about it. 
More supplies are in the 
pipeline, they told a congres­ 
sional hearing Tuesday. But if 
hoarding and black marketing 
continue, consumers in many 
areas may never see them. 
Nancy Steorts, consumer ad­ 
viser to the Agriculture Depart- 
ment, suggested In her 
testimony the government 
might want to consider en­ 
couraging or even forcing 
stores to remove lids from jar- 
lid combinations which are sit­ 
ting unsold. She said that would 
free 100 million lids. 
Home canning jars come with 
lids when bought new 
But 
while the jars are reusable, the 
lids to seal them are not 
Mrs. Steorts said the Federal 
Trade Commission — which has 
announced an investigation into 
the situation — should follow 
several shipments of lids from 
the factory to the retail store to 


find out why industry produc­ 
tion figures don’t seem to jibe 
with supplies at the store level. 
Two House members — Reps. 
Charles Rose, D-N.C., and 
Floyd Fithian, D-Ind. —ques­ 
tioned a promotion General 
Foods is running for Sanka cof­ 
fee under which the buyer can 
send in a label from the product 
and receive a dozen lids for 25 
cents. Fithian said he under­ 
stood GF had an arrangement 
with Kerr Jar Co for 20,000 
dozen lids and wondered if that 
was adding to the problem. 
According to the Washington 
Star, Rose recently had his con­ 
gressional staff buy 2,160 cann­ 
ing lids from Washington area 
stores to send to his con­ 
stituents. 
White House Consumer 
Adviser Virginia Knauer said: 
"In many parts of the country 


right now (the shortage) has 
reached critical proportions. 
The harvests are starting to 
come in and canning lids are in 
tight supply. And with no other 
completely satisfactory method 
of preseving the crops availa­ 
ble the end result will be spoil­ 


ing fruits and vegetables, and 
for many people severe 
economic losses. 
"Home canners stand to lose 
— and to lose much," she ad­ 
ded. "For many it will be a 
wasted summer and a hard 
winter.”

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Severe Brazilian frost 
to hike price of coffee 


United Press International 
Coffee drinkers around the 
world may find the price of 
their morning cup rising sharp­ 
ly because of severe frost 
¿m age to Brazil’s 1976 coffee 
crop. 
The worst cold wave in 50 
years has destroyed between 70 
and 80 per cent of Brazil’s 12 
billion coffee trees, which 
produce one-third of the world’s 
coffee. The United States buys 
about 60 per cent of Brazil’s 
coffee exports 
The damage could affect the 
world coffee supply in 1977 as 
well as next year, causing shor­ 
tages that would drive prices 
still higher. 
U.S. coffee roasting and 
manufacturing firms refused 
comment on the immediate im­ 
pact of the frost on retail 
prices. But sources on the 
London coffee market — the 


world’s largest coffee exchange 
— said the consumer may have 
to pay at least 40 per cent more 
in 1976 
Prices of coffee for future 
delivery had soared 62 per cent 
over a two-day period by early 
Tuesday, and prices were 
driven higher by bargain- 
hunters at the end of the ses­ 
sion. 
In Rio de J a n e iro , the 
Brazilian Coffee Institute pre­ 
dicted 70 per cent, or half of 
next year’s estimated crop of 28 
million bags of coffee, may be 
lost. Brazil normally produces 
about 25 million bags, although 
this y e a r’s crop, already 
harvested, is only about 21 mil­ 
lion bags. 
Camilio Calazans, president 
of IBC, said “ for this year we 
have enough coffee to meet 
both our external and internal 
demands.” But Calazans said 


Brazilians probably will have to 
pay more this year for their 
customary cup. 
Brazil suspended exports 
pending an exact determination 
of the crop loss. 
A spokesman for a major 
U.S. coffee firm with interests 
in Brazil said the frost may 
have damaged 80 per cent of 
Brazil’s crop and cut 1976 
production to 12 or 13 million 
bags. 
“The frost was so severe that 
the Brazilian government and 
private trade interests are es­ 
tim ating the dam age will 
reduce the 1977 crop to only 14 
or 15 million bags,” he said. 
“ Because of the seriousness 
of the frost,” the spokesman 
said, “the crop will not come 
back in one year as it normally 
would under less severe condi­ 
tions.” He predicted only a 
modest recovery in 1977. 


Bologna, liverwurst bargains

Retail prices are going up so 
steadily that some ordinarily 
expensive ready-to-eat cold 
c u ts 
h a v e 
b e c o m e 
as 
economical for summer meals 
as many raw ready-to-cook 
meats. 
The one exception this week 
among raw meats was ground 
chuck, a favorite for hamburg­ 
ers and cookouts. The low of 69 
cents a pound was in a Los 
Angeles supermarket, accord­ 
ing to UPI’s weekly survey of 
food prices throughout the 
country. That was six cents 
below the average recorded 
during the base week of March 
19. 
Retail prices for ground 
chuck ranged between 86 cents 
in Pittsburgh and 99 cents in 
eight other cities, including 
Buffalo, Phoenix, Raleigh and 
Washington, D C. The highs 
were $1 38 and $1.39 a pound in 
Atlanta and Miami. 
The most economical cold 
cuts were chubs, or chunks, of 
unsliced bologna and liver­ 
wurst, often only 79 and 99 cents 
a pound in a survey made by 
Cornell University’s Cooper­ 
ative Extension Service. Ten 
other types of cold cuts, in­ 
cluding olive and pickle loaves, 
cooked sa la m i and beef 
bologna, were priced between 
$1.50 and $1.75 a pound in the 
study. 
While there is no waste in 
such meats, they are not always 
as good a buy nutritionally as 
raw meats and poultry, which 
have a much higher protein con­ 


tent. 
Frozen french fries were five 
pounds for $1 in Washington, 
compared with the 43 cents a 
pound average in March. But 
the high, in Buffalo, was six 
cents above the average. 
Meat prices reached a record 
high last week in New York 
City, said consumer affairs 
commissioner Elinor Guggen- 
heimer. But she is optimistic 
about the future. 
“ The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture reports an increase 
in feed lot activity, which 
means that prices should start 
to go down by the fall,” she 
said. She added prices for fresh 
potatoes still are rising because 
th e new c ro p w o n ’t be 
harvested until the end of sum­ 
mer. 
There were even a few good 
buys around in commercially 
grown fresh produce, despite 
earlier forecasts of high prices. 
The United Fresh Fruit and 
Vegetable Association weekly 
market report, prepared exclu­ 
sively for UPI, showed these 
specials in a Boston market: 
sweet com, nine ears for 99 
cents; cantaloupe, 49 cents 
apiece; and lettuce, three heads 
for $1 for iceberg, or 29 cents a 


bunch for romaine. red leaf or 
green leaf. 


Commuter train 
wreck kills 
nearly dozen 


HAMBURG, West Germany 
(UPI) — A commuter train 
rammed a freight train late 
Tuesday, killing nearly a dozen 
persons and injuring scores of 
others. 
Police said today at least 11 
persons were killed and more 
than 70 were injured 
They 
reported the first passenger 
coach on the six-car train was 
crushed into a mangled wreck 
of steel and blood. 
Initial investigations indicat­ 
ed the engineer of the pas­ 
senger train passed a red signal 
and pulled out of a Hamburg 
suburban station too early, fail­ 
ing to let a 15-car container 
train to clear the tracks. 


19-year-olds 


can drink now 


in Alabama 


MONTGOMERY, Al». (UPI) 
— Nineteen-year-olds can drink 
hard liquor in Alabama now — 
much to the dismay of Gov 
George Wallace. But a local bar 
contacted soon after the state 
legislature enacted the law 
reported. "All we’ve got here 
are legislators.” 
It did pick up a bit later. 
Some young persons enjoyed 
their new drinking rights at 
semi-private parties in the 
evening. 
The state senate voted 23-10 
Tuesday in favor of the 19-year- 
old majority bill. It includes 
the privilege of buying and 
drinking alcoholic beverages. 
But in giving the bill its final 
vote, the senate in effect had to 
override Wallace’s veto or kill 
the measure. The house had re­ 
jected Wallace’s amendment to 
retain the minimum drinking 
age at 21. putting it in a position 
of being vetoed. 
The majority bill also lowers 
the age for entering into con­ 
tracts without parental con­ 
sent and for serving on juries. 


Wallace first said he would 
sign the bill after it passed the 
house and senate. But he 
changed his mind when, he 
said, statistics convinced him 
lowering the drinking age could 
lead to teen-age alcoholism and 
more traffic accidents. 


Sen. Joe Fine, one of the 10 
who voted to sustain Wallace’s 
veto, accused W allace of 
waiting too late to try to get the 
liquor provision cut out.

Top secret 
Russ institute 
has problem 


MOSCOW (U PI) - The 
Soviet Union’s hitherto top- 
secret Space Research Institute 
boasts a clock that keeps time 
to within an accuracy of a se­ 
cond every million years or so. 
But the ordinary wall clocks 
have ail stopped at 12:10 and a 
scientist says, “well, we all use 
our wristwatches.” 
Like some other portions of 
the Soviet bureaucracy, the in­ 
stitute appears to stand with 
one foot in the cosmos and the 
other mired in the inefficien­ 
cies of everyday life. 
As part of their unprecedent­ 
ed relaxation of secrecy for the 
Apollo-Soyuz mission, Soviet 
space officials allowed western 
newsmen to visit the institute 
Tuesday for the first time. 
It is an unmarked complex of 
buildings in a new part of 
Moscow. Although it comes un­ 
der the civilian Academy of 
Sciences, the military presence 
is felt everywhere. A sign on 
the way in says, “Glory to our 
armed forces.” Troops patrol in 
pairs. Officers bustle in and out 
with bulging briefcases. Squads 
of soldiers in boots and baggy 
uniforms are expanding the 
building. 
One change from normal: the 
Stars and Stripes flew alongside 
the Soviet flag at the entrance 
in honor of Apollo-Soyuz. 


Los Angeles to take 
over Watts Towers 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
City Council agreed Tuesday to 
take over the financially 
troubled Watts Towers and 
Community Arts Center. 


The Committee for Simon 
Rodia’s Towers in Watts 
donated the towers and the 
center to the city on condition 
the city maintain and operate 
them. 
In a 12-1 vote, the council 
gave preliminary approval to 
the agreement which included 
$207,000 for site development, 
such as parking lots, restrooms 
and landscaping.

Saigon 


ANAHEIM (U P I)-T h en ew 
Communist regime in Saigon 
will drop its tolerant policies 
and begin harsh reprisals once 
it is admitted to the United Na­ 
tions and foreign observers 
leave, former South Viet­ 
namese Vice President Nguyen 
Cao Ky said Tuesday. 
“ Right now they — the 
government — are very image 
conscious and they are keeping 
a low profile because they want 
the world to think well of 
them,” Ky said. "They want a 
seat in the United Nations.” 
Speaking to a group of Orange 
County businessm en, Ky 
predicted that eventually 
Saigon will expell all foreign 
correspondents “and then they 
will start the elimination or ex­ 
ecution programs...all hard 
core anti-Communists will go 
through a hard time.” 
Ky said the day before that an 
armed resistance movement is 
active in South Vietnam, oppos­ 
ing the C om m u n ist g o ­ 
vernment, particularly in the 
Mekong Delta. He said he is in 
contact with the resistance and 
would like to return to lead it. 
Of the refugees in the United 
States, Ky said, most need as­ 
sistance but “five to 10 per cent 
are very rich corrupted of­ 
ficials and profiteers who don’t 
need any help.” 
He said he was organizing a 
“National Vietnamese Center” 
to be headquartered in Wash­ 
ington with a branch office in 
Los Angeles to help his fellow 
refugees. His group will have 
no federal government ties, he 
said. “Washington is tied in red 
tape.” he said. “It is better for 
refugees to walk hand in hand 
with private groups and busi­ 
ness.” 
He said he regretted some of 
his past. “Once you have fought 
all your life and in the end you 
are a loser, you cannot be 
proud. You have to admit many 
errors. I must admit in the past 
few years I acted more like a 
politician than a fighter and if I 
had stayed a fighter maybe I 
could have saved my country.” 
The Anaheim Chamber of 
Com m erce m ade him an 
honorary citizen of Orange 
County, “But I’m still out of a 
job,” he joked.
